66F)  which  was  an  increase 
of  24  from  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  crude  birth-rate  was 
according-ly  16.8  v/hich  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General's 
Corap- rafoility  Factor  which  allows  comparison  with  other  Districts  the 
rate  becomes  19.8  being-  hig-her  than  that  of  16.9  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

Cne  stillbirth  was  registered  and  the  corresponding  rate  per  1,000 
total  (live  and  still)  Births  v/as  7.0  v/hicli  was  lower  than  that  of  14.0 
for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Deaths  and  lertality  .Rate 

Two  deaths  were  registered  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  was  15.0 
compared  ith  18.0  for  England  and  Wales.  Causes  of  death  were:-

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortality  (i.e,  stillbirths 
and  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  of  age)  comprises  prematurity, 
asphyxia  and  atalectasis,  bix-th  injmries  and  congenital  malformations 
and  the  most  important  maternal  factor  is  to::aemia  of  preg-nancy. 

liaternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil  as  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  Pregnancy,  Childbirth 
and  Abortion  and  is  a  reflection  of  the  high  standard  of  raodsrn  obstetric 
practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Death  Rate 


The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  ca.uses  w;?.s  109  (61  H  48  F)  and  the 
corresponding  crude  death  rate  v/as  15.0  which  a::. ter  adjustment  by  the 
Registrar  General's  Comparability  actor,  as  for  births,  becomes  13.0 
compared  with  that  of  11.9  for  England  and  'Wales. 

The  majority  of  deaths  were  acong-st  the  aged  from  natural  causes, 
namely  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Morvous 
System;  of  those  there  were  63. 

Ischs,omic  Heart  Disease  v/as  the  cause  of  28  deaths;  1  between  45  -  54
